2. Cincinnati Bell Telephone Company and Cincinnati Bell 

Directory, Inc. ("Cincinnati Bell'') shall, no later than Auguet 10, 

1993, file with the Commission and all other parties teetlmony 

which list5 all witnesses who will testify and addrelimes the 

following issues to be presented at tho hearingr 

( a )  The extent to which competing telecommunication 

sorvices are 8V8i18ble from competitive providers in Cincinnati 

Bell's market. 



(b) The oxiating ability and wllllnynoor of oomprtltlvo 
providero to mako functionally egulvalont or nubrtltuta rrrviooo 
roadlly avallablo. 

( c )  Tho numbor and o l e o  of oomprtltlvo provldorr of 
oervlca, 

( d )  The overall impact of the regulatory ohrngr propoood 

by Cincinnati Bell on tho contlnusd avallabllity of exlutlng 

aervlcos at juat and rnaronable ratoe. 

( e )  The exiutence of adequato eafeguards to r r r u r e  that 

the rateo Cor services regulated purrnuant to KR8 Chaptrr 270 dld 
not aubsidizo exempted aervlcas. 

( e )  The impact of the rogulatory ohangcr proporrd by 

Cincinnati Bell upon efforta to promote unlvsreal avallrblllty of 

baoic telocommunlcation mervlcer at affordablo ratea, 

( g )  The lmpact of tho regulatory ohrngo propoood by 

Clnclnnati Bell upon the need of teleaommunlortlon oompanlar 

oubject to the juriodiction of the Commloolon to rorpond to 

competition.

3. Intervenors shall, no later than Augunt 2 4 ,  1993, file 

with the Commission and all of tho parties a prehearing memorandum 

whioh identifies the issues to bo presented at the hearing, liste 

all witnanses who will testify at the hearing on its behalr, lists 

the qualifications of each witness, and nummariaes eaoh witnenn' 

cxgectod testimony.
